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Several Board meetings have been held since the first of the year to study and make 
changes in the administrative functions af the Association.

out the administrative 


duties. To accomplish this end changes in the By-Laws of the association have been 
made as follows: 


a. The offices of Executive Secretary and Recording Secretary have been elim- 
inated, and in their place one office of Secretary has been created. 


6. The duties of the Secretary and the Treasurer have been re-defined. 


¢. No Officer or Director shali receive remuneration for his services in 
any capacity. 


d. A General Manager was appointed by the Board, A. J. Gironda, W23E, who 
will start serving in this capacity after October 27, 1967. The General 
Manager is not an officer nor a member of the Board. 


e. Miscellaneous changes to clarify duties. 


The Board voted to submit changes in the constitution to the membership for approval. 
These changes in Article If Sections 2 and 3 being to delete Executive Secretary and 
Recording Secretary and substitute Secretary, 


During the 12 months period from July 1966 pasha bo June 1967 it appears that the 
expenses of the Association are slightly exceeding the revenues. The Finance Comm- 
ittee has been asked to study whether there is a need to increase dues and particu- 
larly whether changes should be made in the Life Membership fee.
